Thinks Panics Could 
be Entirely 


Avoided ir Government Would 


1 
Adopt Hln Scheme. 


One of the things that Is occupying 


the .attention of both capitalists and 
working men these days IH how the 
currency of the country might.be ar- 
ranged so there would bo no such thing 
oa a. panic. 


A panic is an Imaginary condition 


that appears in the country occasion- 
ally, without^auge or reason, when 
people think it Is hard times and .that 
nioney is "tight". ' When money U 
light you can't get any. You cannot 
collect your outstanding 
accounts, 


and you cannot wheedle- any of the 
ilthy'lucre out of. a Danker. The re- 
sult IB that even tho everybody realizes 
that the country Is Just aa prosperous 
as it was a few months before, thc^e 
is: nevertheless a panic, and business 
enterprises go broke and there is a 
general collapse. 


It is to avoid this condition that men 


have put in a let of time theorizing 
and studying-, altho It is not'known 
that anybody has actually accomplish- 
ed anything toward evolving1-a reme- 
dy for the evil. 


A. R.. Bucknam of Norrlo, was In to 


the Tribune office recently and dur- 
ing- a talk with the editor he elated 
that he had solved the money proposi- 
tion some time before, but that as yet 
he had npt succeeded in getting tho 
government to. adopt "his plan. 


He stated that the way to make tho, 


•financial affairs of the country stablo 
and al\Vays the same, was for the gov- 
ernment to make it so that a man, 
with property could at any time go to 
n, government bank and secure mono*.', 
on his property for any length of timo. 
that he might think necessary, paying 
a "-very nominal rale of Interest ..for. 
the use of same. In order to make, 
the money so issued perfectly safe, it 
might be necessary to issue it on a 
basis of one dollar to flvo dollars of 
value of property, so that the people 
would have ihe necessary confidence 
in it. 


Now at first glance, this may look 


pretty good and seem like a solution 
of the problem, but there are some 
drawbacks to the plan 
that 
might 


work out to perfection in practice. , 


To begin with, such money could 


only be Issued on real estale, for for 
personal property is a fleeting thing, 
may be stolen, burned up or concealed. 
Many of the big concerns who have a. 
large amount of wealth amd do a big 
business, have little back of them but 
personal property and are running to a 
certain extent on borrowed capital, 
and the new plan would be of very ,. 
little use to them, for with their en- 
cumbered resources they could securo 
no.money when the pinch came. 


It might be claimed that under tho 


now scheme there would be no pinch 
at any time. But business and finance 
are no different from other things on 
this earth. They vibrate from one ex- 
treme to the other, and while the vi- 
brations might not bo so large under 
this plan, they would bo there to » 
certain extent Just the same, and tho 
country would feel them. 


While we might have a more elastic 


money system than at present, the 
time will never come when there aro 
no panics until men become BO con- 
servative that every business venture ; 
is a success and speculation 
of 
all 


kinds is done away with. 
It-will be 


some time before these things are 
brought about.

advising ovyners of infected trees to 
spray themi with strong lime sulphur 
or kerosene emulsion. 
Now that the 


foliage is oh the trees, weaker sprays 
must be used.

recommends 10 to 12 per cent kero- 
sene emulsion made as follows:/ 


Take % )b. Ivory soap; 1 gal. soft 


(rain) water; 2 gals, kerosene. 


Shave and dissolve the soap In a gal- 


on of ..oiling water, and pour the 
mixture Into 2 gallons of kerosene. 
Mix thoroughly by violent agitation or 
by pumping ("he liquid back upon Itself 
vith a foot pump until a white, creamy 
gelatinous emulsion Is obtained on 


ling. This is a stock solution. To 


make a 10 per cent emulsion odd 5% 
;allons of soft water to each gallon of 
stock solution; for a 12 per cent emul- 
sion add GVi gallons of water.

committed. 


''If I could hare separated from the 


rest of the bill the Item which author- 
lied the expenditure- by the depart- 
merit of Justice of a special sum of 
$300,000 for the prosecution of viola- 
tions of ,the anti-trust 
law, I would 


have vetoed that 
item, because it 


places upon the expenditure a limita- 
tion which is in my opinion unjusti- 
fiable In character and principle. But 
1 could not separate H. I do not un- 
derstand that the limitation was in- 
tended as either an amendment or an 
interpretation of the anti-trust law, 
but merely as an expression of 
the 


opinion of the congress—a very em- 
phatic (Opinion 
backed 
by an over- 


whelming majority of the house of 
representatives and a large majority 
of the senate, bat not 
intended to 


touch anything but the expenditure of 
a single small additional fund. 


"I can assure the country that this 


item will neither limit nor in

with relatively primitive: hand tools, 
while today with the modern farm ma- 
chinery, greater results are-achieved 
with lees labor by proportionately 
fewer hands.

"It Is true'that the average expend- 


iture1 of time and labor for the pro- 
duction of a bushel of wheat has 
been materially lessened. There has 
also been a marked reduction in the 
labor of producing an average bushel 
of corn, and the same Is true of: the 
growing 'potatoes and the harvesting 
of hay. But there Has been no con- 


siderable ' saving of labor , by ma- 
chinery in the raising of the staple* 
of beef "and pork and mutton.

any Judgment, entirely unsound," a 
writer in ITarm and Fireside says. "It 
:s true that 50 years ago men sweat- 
ed with the grain cradle and 
bent 


their backs and calloused their palms 


rST-APERI 


with relatively primitive hand tools, 
while today with the modern farm ma- 
chinery, greater results are achieved 
with less labor by proportionately 
fewer hands. 


"It Is true that the average expend- 


iture of time and labor for the pro- 
duction of a bushel of wheat has 
been materially lessened. There has 
also been a marked reduction In the 
labor ot producing an average bushel 
of corn, and the same is true of the 
growing potatoes aad the harvesting 
of hay. But there has been no con- 


cheeking the TJmloa •ray's advance 
had made up his mind to torn south- 
ward to meet the force of Hooker, or 
as tt turned oat the force of M«»4«- 
Lee with hi* force had advanced 
north beyond Gettysburg, while Meade 
with his force was south of tbe town.

Hanover, southeast of Gettysburg, 
and the Twelfth Corps was Immedi- 
ately south of Gettysburg at a dis- 
tance .of eight or nine miles. This 
was on June 30, and the Union forces 
were fairly well separted, but they 
were converging and Gettysburg was 
their objective. 


General Reynolds of the 
Union 


forces arrived at Gettysburg early on 
the morning of July 1. He dispatched 
a courier to Meade saying that the 
high ground above Gettysburg 
was 


the proper place to meet the enemy. 
Not long after this message was sent 
to Meade General Reynolds who dis- 
patched It, was killed. He was on 
horseback near a patch of woods with 
his force confronting a large detach- 
ment of Confederate troops which was 
coming toward them These troops of 
the enemy were dispersed 
by

Union batteries and 
Reynolds was

On the night 


of July 1 General 
Hancock arrived

Victory Not Followed Up. 


For some reason or other perhaps 


unknown to this day, what was virtu- 
ally a Confederate victory on the first 
of July was not followed up by Gen- 
eral Lee early on the next morning 
General Meade therefore succeeded in 
strengthening his lines and in pre- 
paring for the greater conflict 
One 


end of the Union line was some dis- 
tance east of Cemetery Hill on Rock 
Creek, another end was at Round Top 
something more than two miles be- 
yond Cemetery Hill to the south The 
Confederate line confronting it was 
somewhat longer 


It (B impossible in a brief sketch of 


this battle to give the names of the 
brigade and the regimental comman- 
ders and the r-imes of the regiments 
which were engaged on both sides m 
this great battle.

When one visits the battlefield of 


Gettysburg he can trace tbe course 
nf battle cf the second day where it 
raged at Round Top, Peach Orchard, 
Cemetery Hill, Gulp's Hill, and what 
is known as The Devil's Den. The 
tide of battle ebbed and flowed. Lit- 
tle Round Top was saved from cap- 
tjure by the timely arrival of a brigade 
commanded by General Weed

it was found that the Southern army 
had failed to break the left flank of

Cn-rge of Gen. Plckett. 


It was on July 3, the third and last 


day of the great battle of Gettysburg 
that Pickett's men made their charge 
which has gone Into history as one 
of the most heroic assaults 
of 
all 


time. H was forlorn hope but it was 
grasped and the men of George Ed- 
ward 
Pickett, Confederate 
soldier, 


went loyally and with full hearts to 
their death across a shrapnel and rifle 
swept field. 


When the third day's fighting open- 


ed it began with an artillery 
duel, 


hundreds of guns belching forth shot 
and death from the batteries of both 
contending forces. It is said that this 
was the greatest duel engaged in by 
field pieces daring the four years of 
the war between the states.

helping to show the heroism of Amer- 
ican soldiers. 


The losses at Gettysburg on both 


sides were enormous. 
The 
Union 


army lost Generals Zook, Farnsworth, 
Weed and Reynolds, killed; while Gra- 
ham, Barnes, Gibbon, Warren, Double- 
day, Barlow, Sickles, Butterfleld and 
Hancock were wounded. 
The total 


casualties killed .wounded, captured 
or missing on the Union side lum- 
bered nearly 24,000 men. On the Con- 
federate side Generals Semmea, Pen- 
der, Garnet, Armistead, and 
Barks- 


dale were killed, and Generaia Kemp- 
er, Kimbal, Hood, Heth, Johnson and 
Trimble were wounded. The entire 
Confederate loss is estimated to have 
been nearly 30,000 men. 


The third day's fight at Gettysburg 


waa a victory for northern arms, but 
it was a hard won fight and the con- 
flict reflects luster today upon the 
north and the south. 
Lee led his 


army back southward, later to con- 
front Grant in the campaigns which 
finally ended at Appomattox.

READS MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Business Men of Country Should Be 


Given Banking and Currency Sys- 


tem Which Will Make Possible 


Individual Initiation. 


Drink nothing but water. 


Washington, June 23.—The follow- 


ing ia. President Wilson's message to 
congress on the subject of currency 
reform: 


Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gentle- 


men of the Congress: It is under the 
compulsion of what seems to me a 
clear and imperative duty that I have 
a second time this session sought the 
privilege of addressing you in person. 
I know, of course, that the 
heated 


season of the year Is upon us, that 
work In these chambers and 
In the 


committee rooms is likely to become a 
burden as the season lengthens, and 
that every consideration of 
personal 


comfort, perhaps, in the cases of pome 
of 
us, considerations of 
personal 


health even, dictate an early conclu- 
sion of the deliberations of the ses- 
sion; but there-are occasions of public 
duty when these things which touch 
us privately seem very small; when 
the work to ba done is so pressing and 
so fraught with big consequence that 
we know that we are not at liberty to 
weigh against it any point of personal 
sacrifice 
It is absolutely imperative 


that we should give the business men 
of this country a banking and curren- 
cy system by means of 
which they 


can make use ot the freedom of enter- 
prise 
and 
of 
individual 
initiative 


which we are about to bestow 
upon 


them. 


We are about to set them free; we 


must not leave them without the tools 
of action when they are free 
We are, 


about to set them free by removing 
the trammels of the protective tariff. 
Ever since the Civil war they have 
waited for this ,emancipation and for 
the free opportunities it will bring 
with it. It has been reserved for us 
to give it to them. Some fell in love, 
indeed with the slothful security of 
their dependence upon the 
govern- 


ment; some took advantage of the 
shelter of the nursery to set up a 
mimic mastery of their own within 
its walls. 
Now both the tonic and 


the discipline ot liberty and maturity 
are to ensue. There will be some re- 
adjustments of purpose and point of 
view. There will follow a period of 
expansion and new enterprise, fresh- 
ly conceived. It is for us to deter- 
mine now whether it shall be rapid 
and facile and of easy accomplish- 
ment. This it can not be unless the re- 
sourceful business men who are to 
deal with the new circumstances are 
to have at hand and ready for use 
the instrumentalities and conveniences 
of free enterprise which independent 
men need when acting on their own 
initiative. 


It is not enough to strike the 


shackles from business. The duty of 
statesmanship IB not negative merely. 
It Is constructive also. We must show 
that we understand 
what 
business 


needs and that we know how to sup- 
ply it. No man, however casual and 
superficial his observation of the con- 
ditions now prevailing in the country, 
can fail to see that one of the chief 
things business needs now, and will 
need Increasingly as it gains in scope 
and vigor iu the years immediately 
ahead of us, is the proper means by 
which readily to vitalize Its credit, 
corporate, and individual, and its orig- 
inative brains. What will it profit us 
to be free If we are not to have the 
best and most accessible instrumen- 
talities of commerce and enterprise? 
What will it profit us to be quit of 
one kind of monopoly if we are to re- 
main in the grip of another and more 
effective kind? How are we to gain 
and keep the confidence of the busi- 
ness community unless we show that 
we know how both to aid and to pro- 
tect it? 
What shall we say If we 


make fresh enterprise necessary and 
also make it very difficult by leaving 
all else except the tariff just as we 
found it? The tyrannies of business, 
big and little, lie within the field of 
credit. We know that. Shall we not 
act upon the knowledge? Do we not 
know how to act upon it? If a man 
cannot make his assets available at 
pleasure, his assets of capacity and 
character and resource, what satisfac- 
tion is It to him to see opportunity 
beckoning te him on every hand, when 
others have the keys of credit 
in 


their pockets and treat them as all but 
their own private possession? 
It is 


perfectly clear that it is our duty to 
supply the new banking and currency 
system the country needs, and that It 
will immediately need It more than 
ever. 


The only question is, When shall we 


supply it—now, or later, after the de- 
mands shall have become reproaches 
that \\e were so dull and so slow? 
Shall we hasten to change the IP riff 
laws and then bo laggards about mak- 
ing U possible and nafcy for tin coun- 
try to take advantage of the change'' 
Therp can be only one answer to that 
question 
We must act now, at what- 


ever sacrifice to ourselves 
It ia a 


duty which the circumstances forbid 
us to postpone. I should be recreant 
to my deepest convictions of public 
obligation did I not pre&s it upon you 
with solemn and urgent inaistrr.cc 


The principles upon which we bhould

be done for the prevention of tuber- 
culosis by the improvement of

home, he said, according to the London 
Daily Telegraph. Wherever there was 
dirt there was also degradation. But 
it was the really Invisible dirt In the 
form of germs In the atmosphere or 
ground that was the most harmful 
It 


was essential in dealing with these to 
make the acts of cleansing as simple 
as possible, and there should be no 
heavy pieces of furniture to move; 
no nailed-down carpets, but movable 
strips and squares and light washable 
curtains. 
It should be remembered 


that there Is no such thing as dry 
cleaning.

Clever Girl Solves the Problem by 


Removing ths Lining and Wash- 


Ing It. 


At this time of year most every 


woman has a white coat lining that 
has become so soiled (bat she hates 
to wear the suit, although It is almost 
Always the lining to one's favorite 
poat that suffers In this manner. One 
girl who did not' feel that she could 
spare the money to have the suit 
cleaned, or even afford to have just 
the lining cleaned, solved -the prob- 
lem very nicely by washing the lin- 
ing. She first basted all tho seams to- 
gether carefully with white thread, 
marking tho edge, too, where they 
were turned In, at the front, collar 
and tail of the coat. Then she care- 
fully ripped out the lining and washed 
It by squeezing It out In lukewarm 
soap suds and rinsing several times 
in warm water. 


Next It was pressed with a warm 


iron on tbe wrong side, but pressed 
under a piece of cheesecloth or very 
thin white muslin so the iron would 
not touch the silk and make It stiff. 
Now, If the coat was marked before 
removing the lining, to show just 
where tbe line of sewing goes. It will 
be a simple matter to put it back just 
where it was. The entire lining should 
be pinned in place before sewing at 
all, and if it has shrunken a little, 
which it will not do If It is all silk, 
each edge may be turned in a little 
less than before all the way around 
the coat. This is a task that requires 
great care, but if one takes the pains 
to do It neatly and carefully tbe re- 
sult is eminently more satisfactory 
than the soiled lining, that gives such

The next papal conclave at/Home 


has become a/subject of pregnant in- 
ferea't to'"the,; entire' Catholic world, 
says d Paris dispatch, not only from/a 
spiritual, but also'frpm a political point 
of view. 
The/following is an outline 


of the many peculiar .and ancient de- 
.tails of the great ceremony by which 
,the new-head of the church is selected. 


In the first place the occupant of the 


holy see is subjected, 'dt the trying.mo- 
ment when his.soul is about to be re- 
quired of him, to formalities that are 
elaborately laid down'.:and which seem 
very much at variance with the closing 
scene of a human: life, 
Jn the pres- 


ence of, the members of the sacred col- 
lege the. sacristan bishop administers 
the Vaticum and JDxtreme Unction. 
Tho grand penitentiary gives the ab- 
solution. The penitential psalms are 
then Intoned. The expiring pontiff, "if 
ho has the strength to do so, gives his 
benediction to the assembly, and•; tho 
dirge of'the mortuary hymns contin- 
ues to the end.. The Cumerlingo of the 
Vaticum, in order to make the official 
record of the death takes up a small 
silver hammer, with which he: strikes 
three light blows on the dead man's 
head, and calls him by his Christian 
name. 


' Nine 'days after tho death of the 
pope the conclave meets to choose'his 
successor.' The gathering takes its. 
name from the fact that the cardinals 
are locked up in "conclave" and shut 
ofC from all* communication with-the 
outer world, -The next .conclave will 
.be the first to meet in the huge build- 
ing constructed several years ago In, 
the rear of the Vatican palace, and 
which is-known as the Palace of the 
Conclave. -'The palace has 200 rooms, 
distributed among 
70 departments, 


each of which will constitute the ac- 
eommodatJons. needed for one of the 
cardinals when all come together to 
olect a popo. 


On'tho day of the .conclave all are 


summoned from tl.'eir rooms by a bell 
thrice rung, and repair to Die assem- 
bly chamber. From this moment un- 
til the result of the voting is announ- 
ced they have no communication save 
with the Vatican officials.' Their cloth- 
ing and oven their food is sear.chcd, 
lest they should -contain correspond- 
ence from outside. 


After a night of seclusion the con- 


clave is formally assembled'early next 
afternoon, and air repair to the chapel, 
where a desk has been provided for 
each'cardinal, In the middle of the 
hall arc six tables and behind these an 
altar, 
Immediately in front of the 


altar is a table on which are two chal- 
ices for holding the ballots. 
Before 


proceeding further, a search is made 
to assure the conclave of the fact that 
none but those entitled to vote are 
present. 
;_ 


Each cardinal writes the name of 


the candidate he would elect, in the 
center of the voting ticket. This is 
of an oblong form, prepared accord- 
ing to .the directions of the bull of 
Gregory XV. At the foot of the altar 
tho voter lifts up his hand and exhib- 
its the ticket between his thumb and 
finger. Ho then kneels and prays for 
a moment, after which he takes oath 
that he is about to elect him, whom 
according to'God, ho thinks plight to 
bo elected. 
He then puts the ticket 


on the paten and slips it from thence 
into the chalice, which.he covers, up 
again. 
Then' he makes 'anew a rev- 


erence-before the altar and returns to 
his place. 


When all have voted in a like man- 


ner the six tellers examine the papers 
and proclaim tho result. If no cardi- 
nal has obtained tho required number- 
of votes two-thirds of the number of 
.cardinals present—the result is de- 
,Glared void, and the voting papers, 
[collected together,- are burned in a 
brazier with dai'nfr straw, the dense 
smoke from which issues through a 
particular chimney, visible from out- 
side, and proclaims to the outer world 
that no election has taken place. 


Heretofore the burning of the bal- 


lots has-closeXthe'session of the day, 
and the conclave has adjourned until 
the evening. Four years ago, however, 
Pope Pius'-X, introduced' an import- 
ant change in the method of electing 
his successor, -. Instead of having but 
two balo.ts each day the new ruling 
provides for four ballots, two In the 
morning and two in the evening. Thus 
the., conclaves in. future are expected 
to take just half the time occupied 
during the last'seven centuries. 


Proceeding with Ihe election by bal- 


lot, 
voting is continued on the lines 


indicated until a. choice is reached. 
The result is then announced by .the 
ringing of'a bell and all the senior car- 
dinals advance to the place occupied 
by the newly chosen pontiff and in- 
quire if he accepts the election. 
On 


receiving an affirmative.answer,-he.'is 
at once saluted by the entire college. 
The new pope then . retires to 
robe 


himself in ' the pontifical 
vestments. 


On his return the fisherman's ring is 
placed on his finger, and the new vicar 
of'Christ gives his first solemn bene- 
dintion to the members of the sacred 
college from the steps of the altar... ;

not any particular physical,strength. 
U is a matter of a few'hours" practice 
to' master the first strokes. 
Once 


learned, swiming is^ never forgoten. 
The man who swam as a- bpy and has 
not been in the water for forty years 
will"swim again as naturally as will 
dog. To rescue a drowning'person 
a task beyond" the powers of many 
swimmers, for often it requires great 
courage, nerve, and swimming ability 
of a character that is acquired only 
after years of practice. To resuscitate 
an apparently drowned person/makes 
no demand on anyone's courage.' The, 
physicial strength necessary is not 
great, 
especially if they are told. 


Knowledge of a few simple rules and 
perseverance are the only equipment 
necessary;

have been rewarded at the' end of a 
couple hours' work, when there was 
no sign to show that the apparently 
dro:wned,persoii was not;dead, i,There 
may be no • pulse; :lhere -may be' no 
slmdow/'cast:up:o3v'a;.mirror'held, to; the 
lips','.:'-' All//consciousness inay have left 
the I', body, and it may' be; cold and 
qlammy to the touch.

Principles "of RfcsuseiUition. 


When the victim of an accident is 


brought ashore, the first think is to 
get the water out of his stomach. 
This ; is done in .several ways, some 
more scientific than others; but the- 
chief thing ;is: to turn the. patient on 
his face,, and by putting a folded coat 
or .blanket, or a ston'e under his stom- 
ach give the water a. chance to run 
out of ;his mouth." This having been 
accomplished the work is divided 'in- 
to two parts, the more important to 
get 'the breathing apparatus working 
again, and the. second 
to .resttiVc 


warmth to the. body ;by chaffing and 
rubbing it. The best way to get the 
lungs-working is, to lay the. patien(%on 
his back his 'arms at his side and 
then standing behind him to raise his 
arms lip over, his chest, and bring 
them down until they', rest on the 
ground over his'head. Pressure should 
also be exerted o!n the stomach,, to 
produce what is called bellows move- 
ment. 
The tongue should • be. drawn 


and-then held: as there is a danger of 
it falling,back.-and-closing the wind- 
pipe. .There -have been many .pam- 
phlets written on artiflcal restoration, 
and in half an hours reading anyone 
can master one or other,of the many 
good systems advocated.

how to'swim and how to restore ap- 
parently drowned are two aco'oinpUsh-.

men of the Congress: It is under the 
compulsion of what seems to me a 
clear and imperative duty that I have 
a second time this session sought the 
privilege of addressing you in person. 
I know, of course, that the heated 
season of the year is upon us, that 
work in these chambers and in the 
committee rooms is likely to become a

health even, dictate an early conclu-

'Our banking laws must mo- 
bilize, reserves; must not permit the 
concentration anywhere in a few hands 
of the monetary resources of the coun- 
try or their;ase for speculative pur- 
poses in'such volume as to Binder or 
impede or'stand In the way of other 
more legitimate, more fruitful 
uses. 


And the control of the system of bank- 
ing and of iseue which our- new laws 
are to^set up must be public, not pri- 
vate must be vested in the govern-, 
ment itself, so that the banks may be 
the Instruments; not the masters, of 
business and of Individual enterprise 
and initiative.

WHAT MACHINERY HAS DONE 


It Cannot Be Said to Have Helped tho 


Farmer as Much as the 


City Toller, 


"The popular contention that labor- 


naving machinery has driven men 
s'rom the farms to the cities, is. In 
my judgment, entirely unsound," a 
-welter In Farm and Fireside says. "It 
.'is true that 50 years ago men sweat- 
3d with the grain cradle and bent 
their backs and calloused their palms 


with relatively primitive hand tools, 
while today with the modern farm ma- 
chinery, greater results are achieved 
with less labor by proportionately 
fewer hands. 


"It is true'that the average expend- 


iture- of time and labor for the pro-, 
ductlon of a bushel of wheat has 
been materially lessened. There has 
also been a marked reduction In .the 
labor of producing an average bushel 
of corn, and the same is true of the 
growing potatoes and the harvesting 
of hay. But there has been no con-

Clever Girl Solves the Problem by 


Removing the Lining and Wash- 


Ing It. 


At this time of year most every 


woman has a white coat lining that 
has become so soiled that she hatoa 
to wear the suit, although It Is almost 
always tho lining to one's favorilo 
coat that suffers In this manner. One 
girl who did not1 feel that she could 
spare the money to havo tho suit 
cleaned, or even afford to have Just 
the lining cleaned, BOlverl tho prob- 
lem very nicely by washing the lin- 
ing 
She first basted all tho Beams to- 


gether carefully with white thread, 
marking the edge, too, where they 
were turned In, at the front, collar 
and tail of tho coat. Then she care- 
fully ripped out the lining and washed 
It by squeezing It out In lukewarm 
soap suds and rinsing several times 
In warm water. 
1 Next it was pressed with a warm 
iron on the wrong Bide, but pressed 
under a piece of cheesecloth or very 
thin white muslin so tho Iron would 
not touch the silk and make It stiff. 
Now it the coat was marked before 
removing tho lining,. to show Juat 
where the line of sewing goes, it will 
be a simple matter to put It back Just 
where It was. Tho entire lining should 
be pinned in place before sewing at 
all. and If It has shrunken a 
which it will not do if it is all 
each edge may be turned in a 
less than before all the way around j ll«nt 
the coat.

Diesel Englned Vessel. 


The ship Hagen, which is the largest 


vessel in the world to be propelled by 
Diesel oil engines, recently made her 
trial trip in the lower New York bay. 
The vesseU which was built'for the 
Standard Oil company, measures four 
hundred feet over all and has a dis- 
placement of 8,350 tons. She is equip- 
ped with two six cylinder Diesel en- 
gines of two-cycle type, adapted to de- 
velop 2,400-horse power at 140 revo- 
lutions a minute. At sea the steering 
engine is driven by compressed air. 
When nearing port, steam from a don- 
key boiler is used in the steering en- 
gine. The vessel is lighted by electric- 
ity and the living quarters are heated 
by a hot water system, the water being 
heated by the main exhaust of the 
engine. During the test the vessel ran

A stringent law regulating the sale 


of fraudulent seeds in the state has 
just been signed by Gov. McGovern.

are required to collect

The ship Hagen, which is the largest

tioned, namely, of the internal organs.

It may be only a 
librous little scar-like bunch of tissues 
and thus not dangerous. Then, again, 
it may be a cancer. In the latter case 
it should be removed at once. 


Internal cancer is 
recognized 
by 


hemorrhage. If the patient has a hem- 
orrhage that can not be clearly ex- 
plained, she should report immediate- 
ly to her physician, 
lie will tell her 


whether her ailment is a simple one 
or a cancer. 
If there is evidence of a 


growth, an operation should be per- 
formed forthwith.

The next papal conclave at Rome 


has become a subject of pregnant in- 
terest to the entire Catholic world, 
says a Paris dispatch, not only from a 
spiritual, but also from a political point 
of view. The following is an outline 
of the many peculiar and ancient de- 
tails of the great ceremony by which 
the new head of the church is selected. 


In the first place the occupant of the 


holy see is subjected, at the trying mo- 
ment when his soul is about to be re- 
quired of him, to formalities that are 
elaborately laid down and which seem 
very much at variance with the closing 
scene of a human life. 
In the pres- 


ence of the members of the sacred col- 
lege the sacristan bishop administers 
the Vaticnm 
and Kxtrcme Unction. 


The grand penilcntiary gives the ab- 
solution. 
The penitential psalms are 


then intoned. The expiring pontiff, if 
he has the strength to do so, gives his 
benediction to the assembly, and the 
dirge of tlie mortuary hymns contin- 
ues to the end. The Cumerlingo of the 
Valicum, in order to make the official 
record of the death takes up a small 
silver hammer, with which he, strikes 
three light blows on the dead man's 
head, and calls him by his Christian 
name. 


Nine days after the death of the 


pope the conclave meets lo choose his 
successor. 
The gathering lakes its 


name from Ihe fact that the cardinals 
are locked up in "conclave" and shut 
off from ail communication with the 
uiiler world. 
The next conclave will 


be the first to meet in the huge build- 
ing constructed several years ago in 
the rear of Ihe Vatican palace, and 
which is Known as the Palace of the 
^one-lave. The palace has UOO rooms, 
distributed 
among 70 departments, 


each "i" which will constitute the ac- 
eommodai.;ons needed for one of the 
ardmals when all come together to 
elect a pope. 


On the day of the conclave ail are 


summoned from tl'eir rooms by a bell 


urice rung, and repair to the assem- 
bly chamber. From this moment un- 


Lil tlie result of the \oiing is announ- 
ced they have no communication save 
with the Vatican officials. Their cloth- 
ng and even their food is searched, 
lest they should contain correspond- 
ence from outside. 


After a night of seclusion the con- 


clave is formally assembled'early next 
afternoon, and all repair to the chapel, 
where a desk has been provided for 
each cardinal. In the middle of the 
hall are six tables and behind these an 
altar. 
Immediately in front of the 


altar is a table on which are two chal- 
ices for holding the ballots. 
Before 


proceeding further, a search is made 
to assure the conclave of the fact that 
none but those entitled to vote are 
present. 


Each cardinal writes the name of 


:he candidate he would elect, in the 
center of the voting ticket. 
This is 


of an oblong form, prepared accord- 
ing to the directions of the biili of 
Gregory XV. At the foot of the altar 
the voter lifts up his hand and exhib- 
its the ticket between his thumb and 
finger. He then Kneels and prays for 
a moment, after which he takes oath 
that he is about to elect him, whom 
according to God, he thinks ought to 
be elected. 
He then puts the ticket 


on the paten and slips it from thence 
into the chalice, which he covers up 
again. 
Then he makes anew a rev- 


erence before the altar and returns to 
Ills place. 


When all have voted in a like man- 


ner the six tellers examine the papers 
and proclaim the result. If no cardi- 
nal luis obtained the required number 
of votes two-thirds of the number of 
cardinals 
present—Ihe result is de- 


clared void, and the voting papers, 
[collected together, are burned in a 
brazier with damp straw, the dense 
smoke from which issues through a 
particular chimney, visible from out- 
side and proclaims to the outer world 
that no election has taken place. 


Heretofore the burning of the bal- 


lots has closed the session of the day, 
and the conclave has adjourned until 
the evening. Four years ago, however. 
1'opo I'nis X, introduced an import- 
ant change in the method of electing 
his successor. Instead of having but 
two biilots each day the new ruling 
provides for four ballots, two in (he 
morning and two in the evening. Thus 
the conclaves in future are expected 
to take just half the time occupied 
during the last seven centuries. 


Proceeding with the election by bal- 


lot, 
voting is continued on the lines 


indicated until a choice is reached. 
The result is then announced by the 
ringing of a bell and nil the senior car- 
dinals advance to the place occupied 
by the newly chosen pontiff and in- 
quire if he accepts the election. 
On 


receiving an affirmative answer, he is 
at once saluted by the entire college. 
The new pope then 
retires to 
robe 


himself in 
the pontifical 
vestments. 


On his return the fisherman's ring is 
placed on his finger, and the new vicar 
of Christ gives his first solemn bene- 
diction to the members of the sacred 
college from the steps of the altar.

Every Canadian ought to know not 


only how to swim, but how to attempt 
the rescue of a drowning person, and 
how to fight for the life of anyone who 
has been brought to shore after having 
been rendered unconscious by the 
water. 
To swim requires no nerve, 


not any particular physical strength. 
It is a matter of a few hours' practice 
to master the first strokes. 
Once 


learned, swiniing is never forgoten. 
The man who swam as a boy and has 
not been in the water for forty years 
will swim again as naturally as will a 
dog. To rescue a drowning person is 
a task beyond the powers of many 
swimmers, for often it requires great 
courage, nerve, and swimming abilitj 
uf a character that is acquired only 
after years of practice. To resuscitate 
an apparently drowned person makes 
no demand on anyone's courage. Th( 
physicial strength necessary is no1 
great, 
especially 
if they are told. 


Knowledge of a few simple rules and 
perseverance are the only equipment 
necessary. 


An Old Superstition. 


It should be more generally known 


that sometimes efforts at resuscitation 
have been rewarded at the end of a 
couple hours' work, when there was 
no sign to show that the apparently 
drowned person was not dead. There 
may be no pulse; there may be no 
shadow cast upon a mirror held to the 
lips. All consciousness may have left 
the body, and it may be cold and 
clammy lo the touch. 
Yet the spark 


of life may be smoldering deep down, 
and it may smolder there for hours. 
It is the business of a life savor to 
fan it to a Hume, and often it requires 
hours of patient work to do it. 


The old idea that after a person has 


sunk three times in the water he is 
drowned and citnnot be restored to 
life is a mischievous one, and it is dif- 
ficult to understand how it ever could 
have -become current, since many peo- 
ple who are drowned sink but once, 
and as mtmy more people who are 
saved sink half a dozen times, 


Under Water Hull' an Hour.

have been in the water half an-hour, 
tinder water all the time, and yet 
have been restored lo life after having 
been brought ashore.

Thought to Be Dead. 


Jle thought the boy was dead, but 


the keeper of the lighthouse began to 
work on him, and In half an hour was 
rewarded by a flickering sign ol re- 
turning life. In another hour Hie boy 
was conscious. It was proved by sev- 
eral witnesess that he must have been 
under water for half an hour. 


Anotlrer case even,, more remark- 


able, waa that of a blacksmith named 
Robert Mooney, who was capsized 
from a boat in the course of a race off 
White Hill, R, I. He was knocked 
senseless by a swinging boom, and 
when thrown into the water was held 
underneath the sail. 
Before Mooney 


was taken ashore and efforts made to 
bring him around thirty-two minutes 
elapsed. 'The first sign of life was de- 
tected after the work of resuscitation 
had been going on for an hour and 
forty minutes. 
It required another 


hour and forty minutes'work before 
Ihe blacksmith was out of danger and 
could be sent home, but it was nine 
honre before he recovered conscious- 
ness. 


Principles of Resuscitation. 


When the victim of an accident Is 


brought ashore, the first thing is to 
Jiet the water out of his stomach. 
This is dene in several ways, some 
more scientific than others; but the 
chief thing is to turn the patient on 
his face, and by putting a folded coat 
or blanket, or a stone under his stom 
ach give the water a chance to rim 
out of his mouth. This having been 
accomplished the work is divided in- 
to two parts, the more Important to 
get the breathing apparatus working 
again, and 
the second to restore 


warmth to the body by chaffing and 
rubbing it. The best way to get the 
lungs working is to lay the patient on 
his back his arms at his side and 
tlun standing behind him to raise his 
arms up over his chest, and tiring 
them down until they rest on the 
ground over his head. Pressure should 
also be exerted o.n the slomach, to 
produce- what ia called bellows move- 
ment. 
The tongue should be drawn

The next papal conclave at Rome 


has.-become a.subject of pregnant in- 
terest .-to"the.:.entire' Catholic , world, 
says a Paris dispatch, not only" from/a 
spiritual,-'but-also"from a political point 
of view. 
The following is an. outline 


of the many peculiar .and ancient ue- 
.tails of the great ceremony by which 
.the new head, of the church is selected. 


In the first place the occupant of the 


holy see is subjected, 'at the trying mo- 
ment when his.soul is about to be re- 
quired of him, to formalities that are 
elaborately laid down.and which seem 
very much at variance with the closing 
scene of a human life. 
In the pres- 


ence of, the members of the sacred col- 
lege the. sacristan bishop administers 
the Vaticum 
and Ipxtreme 
Unction. 


The grand penitentiary gives the ab- 
solution. 
The penitential psalms are 


then intoned. The expiring pontiff, if 
he has the strength to do so, gives his 
benediction to the assembly, and the 
dirge of the mortuary hymns contin- 
ues to tho end.. The Cumerlingo of the 
Vaticum, in order to make the official 
record, of the death takes up a small 
silver hammer, with which he. strikes 
three light blows on the dead man's 
head, and calls him by his'Christian 
name.

Nine days after the death of the 


pope the conclave meets to choose 'his 
successor. 
The gathering takes its. 


name from- the fact that the cardinals 
are locked up in. "conclave" and shut 
off from alt communication with the 
outer'world. 
The next .conclave will 


be the first to meet in the huge build- 
ing constructed several years ago .in,] 
tho rear of the Vatican palace, and 
which is known as the Palace of the 
Conclave, '' The palace has 200 rooms, 
distributed 
among 
70 departments, 


each of which will constitute the ac- 
commodations needed for one of the 
cardinals whan all come together to 
elect a pope. 


On the day of the conclave all are 


summoned from tl.'eir rooms by a bell 
thrice rung, and repair to the assem- 
bly chamber. 
From this moment un- 


til the result of the voting is announ- 
ced they have no communication save 
with the Vatican ofliciais.- Their cloth- 
ing and even their food is searched, 
lest they should contain correspond- 
ence from outside. 


After a night of seclusion the con- 


clave is formally assembled'early next 
afternoon, and all'repair to the chapel, 
where a desk has been provided for 
each'cardinal. 
Jn the middle of the 


hall are six tables and behind these an 
altar. 
Immediately in front of the 


altar is a table .on which are two chal- 
ices for holding the ballots. 
Before 


proceeding further, a search is made 
to assure the conclave of the fact that 
none but those entitled to vote are 
present. 
. 
; 


Bach cardinal writes the name of 


the candidate he would elect, in the 
center of the voting ticket. 
This is 


of an oblong form, prepared accord- 
ing to the directions of the bull of 
Gregory XV. At the foot of the altar 
the voter lifts up his hand and exhib- 
its the ticket between his thumb and 
finger. 
I-Ie 
then kneels and prays for 


a moment, after which he takes bath 
that he is ab.out to elect him, whom 
according to'God, ho thinks .ought to 
be .elected. 
He then puts the ticket 


on the paten and slips it from thence 
into the chalice, which _he covers up 
again: 
Then' he maJtes anew a rev- 


erence-before the altar and returns to 
his place. 


When all have voted in a like man- 


ner the-six tellers examine the papers 
and proclaim the result. If no cardi- 
nal has obtained the required number 
of votes two-thirds of the number of 
cardinals 
present—the result is 
de- 


clared void, and the voting papers, 
collected .together,- are burned in a 
brazier with damp straw, the dense 
smoke . from which issues through a 
.particular chimney, visible from out- 
side, and proclaims to the outer world 
that no election has taken place. 


Heretofore the burning of the bal- 


lots has -closecUthe session of the day, 
and the conclave has adjourned until 
the evening. Four years ago, however, 
Pope Pius :-X, introduced an import- 
ant change in the method of electing- 
his successor.-. Instead of .having but 
two balo.ts eacli day the new ruling 
provides for four ballots, two in the 
morning and two in the evening. Thus 
the co'nclaves in future are expected 
to take just half the time 'occupied 
during the last'seven centuries. 


Proceeding with the election by bal- 


lot, 
voting is continued on the lines 


indicated until a. choice -is reached. 
The result is then announced by .the 
ringing of a bell and all the senior car- 
dinals advance to the place occupied 
by the newly chosen pontiff and in- 
quire if he accepts the election. 
On 


receiving an affirmative answer, he is 
at once saluted by the entire college. 
The new pope then 
retires to 
robe 


himself in 
the pontifical 
vestments. 


On his return the fisherman's ring is 
placed on his finger, and the new vicar 
of Christ gives his first solemn bene- 
diction to the members of the sacred' 
college from the steps of'the altar... :

HOW TO RESTORE THE 


APPARENTLY DROWNED 


TSvery Canadian ought to know not 


only how to swim, but how to attempt 
the rescue-of a drowning- person, and 
how to fight for the life of anyone who 
lias been brought to shore after having 
been rendered unconscious by the 
water. 
To swim requires no nerve, 


not any particular physical strength. 
it is a matter of a"few'hours' practice 
to'master the, first strokes. 
Once 


learned, swiming is never forgoten. 
The man. who swam as a boy and has 
not been in the water for forty years 
wili:swirri again as naturally as will a 
dog. To rescue a drowning person is 
a task beyond the .powers of many 
swimmers, fo_r often it requires great 
courage, nerve, and swimming ability 
of a character that is acquired only 
after years of practice. To. resuscitate 
an apparently drowned person makes 
no demand on anyone's, courage. Tho^ 
.physicial strength -necessary is not 
great, 
especially 
if they are told. 


Knowledge of a few simple rules ana 
perseverance are the only equipment 
necessary.

An. Old Superstition. 


It should be-more'generally known 


that sometimes efforte at resuscitation 
have been rewarded at the end of a 
couple: hours' work, when there was 
no sign to show that the apparently 
drowned person was not dead. There 
may be no pulse; there may be no 
shadow cast upon-a mirror held to the 
lips... All consciousness may have left 
the i.body, and it may be cold and 
clammy to the touch. Tet the spark 
of life may be smoldering deep down, 
and-it may smolder there for hours. 
It is the business of a life. savor to 
fan it to a flame, and often it requires 
hours of patient: work to do it. 


The old idea that after a person has 


sunk three times in the water ho is 
drowned and cannot be restored to 
life is a mischievous one, and it is dif- 
ficult to understand how it ever could 
have -bee*me current, since many peo- 
ple who are drowned sink' but once, 
and as many more people who are 
saved sihlv half a dozen times. 


Under Wafer Half an Hour. 


Cases, are on record in which men 


have been in the water half anvhour, 
under water all the time, and yet 
have been restored to life afterjiaving 
been -brought ashore. 
"Two notable 


instances have been carefully invest- 
igated by the United States life-saving 
service, to determine the exact time 
a man can stay under water and still 
have a chance :of being restored to 
life.Olio of them occurred ten years 
ago on the Alantic coast inNew Jersey. 
Four men and a boy went out,in a 
sailboat arid were caught in a storm. 
The boat was upset, and three of the 
men were swept from it.

remained clinging to the mast, hold- 


his son in his arms. Soon the boy 


was carried away from him. The man 
..-as swept to a sandbar and thure

fi, footing. 
He remained 
for

Thought to Be Dead. 


He thought the boy was dead, but 


the keeper of the lighthouse began to 
work on him, and in half an hour was 
rewarded by a flickering sign of re- 
turning life. In another hour the boy- 
was conscious. It was proved by sev- 
eral witnesess that he must have been 
under water for half an hour. 
...Another case even,, more -remark- 
able, was that of a blacksmith named 
Robert llooney, who was capsized 
from a boat In the course of a race off 
White Hill, R. I. He was knocked 
senseless by a swinging- boom, and 
when thrown into the water was held 
underneath the sail. 
Before Mooney 


was taken ashore and efforts made to 
bring him around thirty-two minutes 
elapsed. 'The first sign of life was de- 
tected after the work of- resuscitation 
had been going on for an hour and 
forty minutes. 
It required another 


hour and forty minutes'work before 
the blacksmith was out of danger and 
could be sent home, but it was nine 
houre before he recovered conscious- 
ness. 


Principles of Resuscitation. 


When the victim of an accident is 


brought ashore, the first thin'g is to 
get the water out of his stomach. 
This is done in several ways, some 
more scientific than others; but tho 
chief thing is to turn the. patient on 
his face, and by putting a folded coat 
or blanket, or a stone under his stom- 
ach give the water a chance to run 
out of his mouth. 
This having been 


accomplished tho work is divided in- 
to two parts, the more important to 
get the breathing apparatus working 
again, and 
the 
second 
to restore 


warmth to the body by chaffing and 
rubbing it. 
The best way to get the 


lungs working is to lay the patient.ton 
his back his arms at his side and 
then standing behind him to raise his 
arms up over his chest, and bring 
them down until they rest 011 the 
ground over his head. Pressure should 
also be exerted un the stomach, to 
produce what is called bellows move- 
ment. 
The tongue should be drawn 


and -then held as there is a danger of 
it falling back and closing the wind- 
pipe. 
There have been many pam- 


phlets written on artifical restoration, 
and in half an hours reading anyone 
can master one or other of the many 
good systems advocated. 
To know 


how to "swim and how to restore ap- 
parently drowned :ir« two accomplish- 
ments that every boy and girl and man 
and woman in the country should 
possess.—Toronto Mail and Express.

INGE negotiations have already been 
opened by the management of the 
Panama exposition and commonwealth 
of California with the city ot Philadel- 
phia to obtain the Liberty Bell as one 
of the exhibits for that occasion, and 
since it seems that the crack in the 
bell is extending, a definite settlement 
of the question as to whether the relic 


should be permitted to travel any more appears to 
be about due, and just now, when the anniveisary 
of the nation's independence is upon us, is a rea- 
sonable time for discussion of the matter 


Wilfred Jordan, curator of the Independence 


Hall Museum, measured the second crack before 
the bell's last journey and then measured it again 
after its return. He found that it had increased 
in length to a slight degree 


No one knows just when this second crack 


occurred, and opinions diffei, but compared to 
he old crack it is of recent origin and is dis- 
inctly visible Mr. Jordan, however, was the first 
o call attention to a long and almost invisible 
extension of the second crack and finds that it 
now reaches one-third way around the bell, from 
the end of the old original fracture, which was 
chiseled out in 1846 in an attempt to make the 
>ell sound properly 


Putting an end to the bell's pilgrimages would 


n no sense at all be due to a disinclination of 
the people or councils of Philadelphia to allow the 
west to view and possess the sacred relic even 
for a short time. Indeed Philadelphia would be 
only too glad to send it, for since the bell has 
already helped by its travels to lessen Uie sec 
tional feelings between the north and south, so it 
would help unite the citizens of our republic who' 
live on the Atlantic seaboard with those who live 
on the Pacific 


Little do either sections realize how intimately 


the bell la connected with the consummation of* 
our nation, early political ideals and with the 
fondest of its Impulses in Colonial days. This old 
bronze relic not only helped to proclaim Inde- 
pendence, but for years before 1776 rang loud to 
celebrate the hopes of the people and tang low 
to intone their woes! 


Upon its sides is this Inscription: 
"And 
proclaim liberty throughout all the lanc[ 


unto all the inhabitants thereof."—Lev 25, 10 A 
strange Providence indeed wrote that inscription 
on its crown many years before its throbbing 
clangors and melodious eloquence had aught at 
all to do with liberty! 


Announcing proclamations of war and treaties 


of peace; welcoming the arrival and bidding God- 
speed to departing notables, proclaiming some 
accession o£ the English royal family to the 
throne and the secession therefrom of the Ameri- 
can colonies' Its more customary use, however, 
was to call the members of the assembly ot Penn- 
sjlvania together at the morning and afternoon 
sessions and to announce the ^opening o£ the 
courts. 


Despite the fact that the Liberty Bell is one 


of the most treasured of national relics, it is not 
originally an American product, but a foreign iin 
portation; and. imported from England, too, where 
it was first cast according to the order given in 
October, 1751, by the superintendents of the state 
house of the Province of Pennsylvania—now Inde- 
pendence Hall. 


Thomas Lester of ^hite Chapel, London, cast 


the bell, and by August, 1752, it arrived in Phlla- 
'delphla and was erected on trusses m the state 
house yaid. While being tolled and tested car!} 
in September of the same year it wag cracked by 
the clapper, though by ro unusually 
powerful 


stroke
